The present invention, in connection with which the 
present patent application is being prosecuted, is directed 
toward a mail sorting and sequencing system wherein original- 
ly random pieces of mail are able to be placed in a mail de- 
livery-walk sequence as a result of the mail pieces being 
conveyed by means of only a single pass through the system.
